PEEL, on his entering npon the responsible office which he fills in the government of the country, a 
statement of the religious principles and position of the Society in reference to Ecclesiastical 
claims. 

Their refusal as a Christian community to pay demands of this nature, is grounded on what 
they apprehend to be the scriptural doctrine of the Spiritual nature of true worship, and the right 
qualification ſor Christian ministry, and especially on the express command of Christ to his imme- 
diate followers, a command which they consider to be binding on all ministers of the gospel— 
* Freely ye have received, freely give.” To this important feature of the religion of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ they have borne testimony from the origin of the Society, carrying it out in 
practice in reference to the ministers of their own body, by which no provision 1s made for their 
maintenance, as ministers, considering all payment for preaching the gospel unlawful. 

'Fo these objections, which belong more especially to themselves as a distinct religious com- 
munity, and which, in obedience to the commands of their Lord and Redeemer, they dare not 
compromise, may be added 'their strong feeling of the- injustice and sinfulness of any measures 
which tend to warp the conscience of a religious man, by making him pay for the support of a 
system of worship from which, on the ground of religious conviction, he dissents—an objection 


which is by no means peculiar to themselves, but which is entertained by a large, and, as they 


believe, an increasing number of their fellow Christians, as well in the church established by law, 
as among those who dissent from it. 

On these grounds the Society of Friends, though they readily contribute to the relief of the 
poor, (whilst at the same time wholly maintaining their own,) to the general taxes of the govern- 
ment, and other imposts which do not violate their Christian principles, have, from their origin, 
believed it required of them as a religious duty to refuse the payment of Tithes, Compositions, and 
other charges in lien of Tithes, Easter Offerings, the rates called Church Rates, and all other 
demands for the support of the ministers of an Established Church, and for the maintenance of its 
ritual and forms of worship; and in the faithful discharge of this apprehended duty they have 
endured great personal suffering, and much loss of property. 

They can at the same time appeal with confidence to their past history, through a period of 
nearly two centuries, for the quiet and peaceable manner in which this conscientious scruple has 
been maintained, and for the absence on their part, as a body, of all political excitement or party 
feelings in connex1on with it. 

Equally devoid of these feelings is their present proceeding in thus bringing the question 
before Sir Robert Peel, with the hope that, as he is desirous to reform practical evils, 80 he may, in 
reference to this great subject of ecclesiastical burdens, apply himself speedily to devise measures 
for the complete relief of tender consciences, and the promotion of entire religious liberty.

Whilst thus stating their wish for the entire and s8peedy removal of what they cannot, but 
regard as great practical evils, they would, in conclusion, express their heartfelt desire that the 
doctrines and precepts of the New Testament, in their purity and fulness, might, through the help 
of the Holy Spirit, be more and more extensively proclaimed, and taught, and practised throughout 
the land; and such is their confidence in the pow er of gospel :truth, under the blessing of its 
almighty Author, that it is their firm canvietion it will flourish most when left to. its own: free, 
unfettered course, not interfered with by state arrangements, nor Supported by human power.
